While he 
usually contrived to put on a docile and 
respectful manner in their présence, he 
frequently came into the auffeura’ 
quarters in a passion, abusing the guests 
at the hotel and the wealthy class in 
general, holding himself to be unappre- 
ciated and persecuted and raving that 
he had been swindled out of $1,000,000 
by the Government and was a better 
man than the people he served. 

Roommate Tells of ‘‘ Brainstarm,”' 

Harry Fenton, a former roommate of 
Geissler at the Summer resort, said that 
in one of these outbursts Geigsler had 
exclaimed : 

“You will see my name in the head- 
lines of the newspapers some day.’ . 

This prediction came from Geissler in 
one of his transports against a guest at 
the hotel, hie smoldering rage. against 
the well-dressed and prosperous persons 
whom he saw daily at the hotel having 
been brought to the surface by a fancied 
injury.

The German cabinet backed down after 
it heard of an Allied decision to serve 


Chancellor Féehrenbach tomorrow with 
ah ultimatum to accept the Allied terms 
or the Ruhr basin would be occupied im- 
mediately, and sent Dr. Borin to the 
British Premier to inform him of its 
decision. 

The ultimatum as prepared called on 
the Germans to accept within twenty- 
four hours the arrangement whereby 
the coal deliveries had been reduced ‘to 
24,000,000 tons a year. The document 
pointed out that German coal produc- 
tion being 120,000,000 tons annually, the 
allied demand was not. excessive. 

It further set forth that the coal con- 
ditions in France and Italy were worse 
than in Germany, and that this was 
due in considerable part to déstriuction 
of coal mines by the German armies, 
‘and that for this Germany. must. bear 
the consequences, since. the. Allies aid 
not admit that this destruction was @ 
military necessity. 

Following the rupture of the conter- 
ence yésterday because of the stubborn 
attitude of the Germans Marsha] Foch 
reached Spa this morning. At.11 o’tlock 
@ meeting of the allied premiers took 
place. It adjourned at 1-o'’clock, with 
the statement that the Ministers were 
awaiting the arrival of Field Marshal 
Wilson. 

Wanted Hamburg Selsed. 

It is understood that Mr. Lloyd George 
and the Italians favored further talks 
with the Germans, the Italians pointing 
strongly to the danger of military action 
by the Allies, fearing it would stir up 
the Bolshevist movement. M. Millerand 
on the other hand was for quick ‘Action, 
favoring the occupation of Hamburg to 
bring further pressure than occupation 
of the Ruhf. 

Shortly after lunch Dr. Simons called 
on Mr. Lloyd George. It is understood 
he argued that the German Government 
Was faced with great difficulties. In 
addition to mentioning the attitude of 
Hugo Stimnes, he showed a telegram 
received from the German Miners’ 
Union stating that they could not in- 
crease their working hours. Mr. Lloyd 
George is said to have advised him once 
more to make a settlement. 

The German Cabinet at 4 o’clock had 
a meeting with Stinnes, who main- 
tained his refusal to agree to the allied 
figures. Stinnes appeared to be bans 
ot the German situation. It seemed he 
was stronger than the Government. The 
Cabinet members then went off to the 
cottage occupied by Chancellor Fehren- 
bach.- 

At.6 o'clock the allied Premiers met 
again. Lloyd George is said to. have 
suggested that they might try to makeé 
concessions to meet the Germans, but 
Millerand said le would make to more 
concessions and that it was a quéstion 
whether or not the Allies were to back 
down before the Germans.

ENGLAND'S RAILWAY POLICY. . 
England is having troubles like ours]: 
in wirding up Government operation 
of railways and is proposing to -solve 
them in ways. somewhat like ours.,| 
There are in England, as~here, those 
who favor nationalization and dlso 
those who favor democratic control 
with or without nationalization, The 
problem was to find a middle. course 


and retain private ownership and 


management. The method propdsed is 
to set up regional systems combining 
several companies, but not’ dividing 
individual companies. There are to be 
six of these systems in Engiand, and 
Wales and Ireland are to be dealt with 
separately. Each group: railway, or 
regional system, is to. be managed by 
a board on which the shareholders are 
to have a majority. The minority is 
to include representatives of both the 
manual workers and official staffs. 
Before the war British railways. were 
regulated in @ manner far less thor- 
ough than ours through a department 


.}in the Béard of Trade, a sort of com~- 
e|biration of our Departments of Com- 


merce and Labor. Now new ma- 
chinery is proposed for the regulation 
of rates and fares, and for safeguard- 
ing the interests of all concerned, own- 
ers, workers, shippers and the general 
public. Rates and fares “‘‘ shall be 
*« fixed at such a level as with effi- 
‘* cient and economical management 
‘* will enable the companies ‘to earh a 
‘* net revenue substantially equivalent, 
** on some pre-war basis to be settled 
** in the act, to the combined net. rev- 
‘* enue of all the companies absorbed

War profits are to be equalized, and 
there is no suggedtion of our difficulty 


of earning a fixed rate on a vuludétion. 


If, there shall be an. excess earned 
over the pre-war standard, it is to be 
used in betterments ofplant and facil- 
ities. The Government 1a* to. with- 
draw - ‘its guarantee, - but isto assume 
hew: powers for the protection of! ‘the 
public and national interests and to 
assure the economical working of the 
systems. Under this heading it is pro- 
posed to take power to require ade- 
quate service; extension of construc- 
tion, standardization of equipment, 
uniform accounts, oversight of secure 
ity issues, and similar details. 

One feature of war operation is to 
be retained—the method of regulating 
wages and working.conditions. There 
are now two boards, established by 
agreement, andthe permanent ar- 
rangemehts are.to ‘ke on similar lines. 
The Central Wages Board is composed 
of equal numbers of managers and 
men, with an appeal to the National 
Wages Board. That is a tripartite 
board, including four members repre- 
senting managers, men and users of 
the railway, with an impartial Chair- 
man. This installment of democratic 
management would seem sufficient to 
begin ‘with, but the British unions 
want to go all the way: at once. Like} 
the miners, the railway men have let 
it be known that they will decline to 
co-operate with the new arrange- 
ment unless the principle of naloer 
ization is accepted. ; 

‘'Fujl reports of British opinion on 
this new départure are not yet at hand, 
but’ suchas are available are none 
7 cordial.

State control is not abandoned 
when such a measure of regulation is 
retained, and there is a likeness to 
nationalization without the expense of 
expropriation.
